found, were Just as much opposed to the
high handed, lawless methods being Used
as any one could wish. From them we
got valuable Information. The indict-
ments are not against the unions, hut
against Individual union men who paid
for crime to further Individual fceltlsh
Interests.

"The public will And. 1 think, that we
l.ave plenty of evidence ugalnst the per-
sons now being sought by the detec-
tives. If arrests are made." concluded
the District Attorney. "In all the many
cases we've unearthed during this long
investigation there will be enough crlm
Inal business on hand to keep the courts
busy for six mouths."
